REV. D. G. McQUEEN ON EDMONTON. 
The Galt Reformer of July 3rd, has 
the following interview with Rey. D. 


G. McQueen; 


The Rev. D. G. McQueen, of Ea- 
menton, has been spending 
weeks in this district, whera he has 
relatives. He came east to the gen- 
eral assembly in Toronto, and I¢aves 
to-morrow night for his western hom; 


and pastorate, 


Fifteen years ago last Friday, J 
27th, Mr. MeQueen arrived at Rion. 
ton, immediately after graduating, 
sent there by the Home Mission Com- 
mittee of the general assembly. 
labored where in what was then a 
mission field. At that time Edmonton 
had a population of three hundred, 
and Mr. MeQueen was referred to as 
the northwest corner post 0° 
Presbyterian church. At the end of 
six years, 1893, Mr. McQueen ‘receiy- 
ed a call from the Edmonton church. 
He accepted, and, as has been said, 
has been fifteen years in Edmonton, 
now a thriving place of some three 
thousand souls, and rapidly growing. 


“We expect Edmonton to, be the me- 
tropolis of that part of the country,” 
said Mr. McQueen, in a brief, but 
breezy western chat accorded a re- 


porter this afternoon. 


“Agriculture is not our only indus- 
try,” continued Mr. McQueen, “for 
Edmonton is one of the world’s great 


fur centres. In fact, it is 


be the largest fur market on the con- 
tinent. The Hudson’s Bay Co. and sev- 
eral private firms make it their head- 
quarters, and it is certainly import- 


ant from a fur standpoint. 


“Agriculture, I suppose, is our chief 
source of profit, for that western 
country has fertile fields. Mineral 
wealth, however, is not unknown. The 
gold is found in the river beds. Prey- 
iously, the “operations were confined 
to hand-work, but dredges have been 
introduced, and the prospects 
cellent. Coal is plentiful.

Report cn the British Army. 


Loudon, June 14.—Dhe report of the 
committee azipoipted to investigate 
the <hottcorings of the war o- 
fice in the matter of the education 


and training of army officers, has 
just been issued, and it discloses 
a state of affairs which is not h- 


ing short of a scandal. It will be no 
surprise to the public, but coming as 
it does from military experts and un- 
prejudiced judges, it will now make 
the speedy reform af oyr whole army 
system imperative, It has been the 
unpleasant, duty of the commiitee to 
report that Ube e*ucation and training 
given in ie military schools ‘ts ab 
cutdly, inefiicieng—that our young of- 
ficers are oiten tetally, t as scien- 
tific soldiers and generally wanting in 
education!’ More attention is paid to 
athletics and sport tham to the study 
of their profession—with the result 
that our officers too often are unable 
to apply the theory or military tactics 
to every day practice; ihey, are in tco 
many instances so illiterate as to be 
unable to spell or express themselves 
intelliges tly in wriling. It 1s littie 
wouder, therefore, that active serivce 
finds them blockheads and blunderers. 
The fact that.a man may get his com- 
mission after gaining 150 to 209 marks 
out of a possible 20,v00 marks in an’ ex- 
amination proves that the whole sys- 
tem of education and examination is 
a farce. 

It is found that society influence and 
the influence of lady friends does more 
to promote the young officers than his 
own merit—that merit indeed is no- 
where in competitioa with the corryupt- 
ing. influence of powerful connections, 
This, it is teported, destroys the in- 
ducement te work and encourages 
stupidity and idgeness. hel) commii- 
tee’s finding is the most scathing and 
sarcastic condemnation of a govern- 
ment department which has ever been 
published. It is recommended that 
university men be to join 
the army, that in the crack regiments 
it shall be made possible for young 
men of brains to get on without a 
great private income, and that the in- 
fluence of ladies of fashion be as rigor- 
ously excluded -as it is from other pro- 
fessions, where mec rise by merit and 
har@ work, This..masterly and thor- 
ough-going report sounds the knell of 
the.presemt war off‘ce system, and it 


comes at the most opportune moment, 
mien t&e nation is in no to 


stand any more nonsense. { 

- [t has been rumored thai in ceriain 
quarters, presumably among the aris- 
‘ttocratic dead-heads, there is the de- 
sire to shelve Lord Kitchener, lest he,
